Delegates Will Confer on Methods by 
Which Arid Land Can Be Profitably 
Utilized— Plan to Make the Meeting 
International In Scope. 


The official call for the fourth annual 
session of the dry farm ing congress 
to be held at Billings, Mont., Oct. 26, 
27 and 28 next is addressed to the 
president of the United States, diplo­ 
m atic representatives of foreign na­ 
tions, m inisters and secretaries of ag­ 
riculture of all countries, governors of 
states, presidents of agricultural col­ 
leges, state land boards, state engi­ 
neers, state boards of agriculture, hun­ 
dreds of national, state and county 
agricultural 
associations 
or 
grange 
lodges, live stock associations, horti­ 
cultural societies, county com m ission­ 
ers, m ayors of cities, presidents of 
towns, all com m ercial bodies, railroad 
and im m igration com panies and mem­ 
bers of the dry farm ing congress. 
In 
addition to these, the call is sent to 
about 30,000 individual farm ers and 
others interested in agriculture In the 
west. 


W h at the Congress Is Called For. 
The call outlines the objects of the 
congress as follows: 
To discuss and com pare m ethods by 
w hich the great are a of arid land can be 
profitably utilized under thorough^lillage. 
by w hich the natura l rainfall can be con­ 
served. 
To encourage the use of m ethods by 
w hich in d istricts w here rainfall is slight 
or irrigation w ater is lim ited th e actual 
productive acreage can be increased. 
To create closer co-operation between 
th e 
governm ent 
and 
sta te 
experts 
hi 
charge of dry farm ing experim ental w ork 
and the actual farm ers of the arid dis­ 
tricts. 
To enlarge the plans for carrying on a 
grea t educational propaganda by w hich 
eventually th e arid d istricts of th e entire 
w orld can be populated by prosperous 
and contented agriculturists. 
To encourage legislation looking to in­ 
creased federal and sta te appropriations 
for the establishm ent of m ore experim en­ 
ta l stations, the em ploym ent of m ore field 
experts and the actual co-operation of all 
these stations in fixing and m aintaining a 
certain recognized sta nd ard of m ethods 
for obtaining results from the operation 
of farm s in the arid districts. 
To study m ethods and results of dry 
farm ing operations in the various w est­ 
ern sta te s and in foreign countries w hich 
are represented in the congress. 
To establish a better understanding of 
the value of agricultural education in the 
public schools of the west. 
To bring to the attention 
of active 
farm ers the various theories and w orking 
plans w hereby each farm er m ay assist in 
the general com m ercial, social and polit­ 
ical uplift of the w estern states. 
“This will be strictly an agricultural 
and developm ent congress,” states the 
cal^ 
"All irrelevant m atter will be 
elim inated. 
There will be technical, 
practical farm ing, horticultural, live 
stock and developm ent sections, and it 
is expected th a t the w orld’s best ex­ 
perim ental authorities and actual com­ 
mercial farm ers will be present. 
The 
program will give am ple tim e for open 
discussions, and one session will be de­ 
voted to talks by farm ers. 
A notable 
feature will be governors’ day, when 
the chief executives of m any w estern 
states will address the congress. 
The 
personal representatives of m any for­ 
eign nations will participate in the pro­ 
gram .” 


Exposition of Dry Farming. 
In connection w ith the congress will 
be held the second international dry 
farm ing exposition, Oct. 25-29 . 
The 
exposition com m ittee, w ith m em bers 
In all w estern states and foreign coun­ 
tries represented In the congress, has 
begun elaborate preparation for assem ­ 
bling exhibits of drjr farm ed products 
representing the arid districts of the 
world. 
The call Invites the appoint­ 
m ent of tw enty delegates by each gov­ 
ernor of a state, territory or province, 
ten delegates by m ayors of cities and 
county com m issioners, five delegates 
by agricultural organizations, com m er­ 
cial, forestry, horticultural and nation­ 
al or state live stock associations, tw o 
delegates by local live stock associa­ 
tions, grange lodges or farm ers’ as­ 
sociations, 
cham bers 
of 
commerce, 
boards of trade or other commercial 
bodies. 
R ailroad com panies are en­ 
titled to four delegates. 
Chief execu­ 
tives of nations, m inisters or secreta­ 
ries of agriculture. U nited States sen­ 
ators or congressm en, agricultural col­ 
lege or experim ent station officers or 
faculties and various public officials 
engaged In or whose duties bring them 
in contact w itlr agricultural w ork by 
virtue of their position are entitled to 
seats in the congress. 
The call announces elaborate prepa­ 
rations at Billings for the entertain­ 
m ent of delegates and visitors during 
the congress and the organization of a 
general inform ation bureau. 
The sec­ 
retary of the congress is John T. 
Burns. Billings. Mont. 
Reports received at the headq uarters 
of the dry farm ing congress indicate 
th at about 5,(XX) hom estead entries 
have been filed in M ontana during the 
first six m onths of 19 09 . 
This m eans 
an increase in the population of the 
state of considerably more than 5,000 
persons. 
Nearly 1.000,000 acres of the 
public dom ain w ere appropriated in 
all the entries and selections made, 
58 7 ,09 0 ra* cs being included In the 
hom estead ent: ies. 
Reports have been

GAS FOR BATTLESHIPS 


May Be Coming Power For Ves­ 
sels of American Navy. 


GREAT BENEFIT TO A FLEET. 


Experiments In Wisconsin and Indiana 
Give Promise of the Smokeless W a r ­ 
ship—-How 
Its 
Fighting 
Efficiency 
Will Be Increased and Coal Saved. 


As a rQBult of investigations recently 
duce as m any of them as possible to j -nade in W isconsin and Indiana officials 
of the navy departm ent at W ashington 
are convinced th at the tim e is not fa r 
d istant when the A m erican battleship 
fleet will be propelled through the w a­ 
ter by m eans of gas engines. 
If the 
expectations of the experts are realized 
it will mean an increase in the fight­ 
ing efficiency of the modern man-of- 
w ar and a great saving to the govern­ 
m ent for the m aintenance of its fleet 
and will have a decided Influence upon 
naval strategy. 
Com m ander W. W. W hite, retired, 
and L ieutenant Com m ander John K. 
Robison, representing the bureau of 
steam engineering of the navy depart­ 
ment, recently m ade an investigation 
a t W est Allis, Wis., and Gary, Ind., 
into gas plants w ith a view to ascer­ 
taining to w hat extent the sam e sys­ 
tem can be applied to ships of war. 
T heir report iudicates th at they enter­ 
tain some hope of a revolution in th a t 
branch of engineering. T here has been 
a steady developm ent for several years 
in the use of gas as a motive power, 
confined largely, however, to stationary 
them selves { engines ashore. 
The experts say th at 
the tim e is not far off when it will be 
possible to install a num ber of gas en­ 
gines giving in the aggregate the re­ 
q uired horsepower to drive the largest 
vessel of the American navy through 
the w ater. 
Reduce Weight of Machinery. 
W hen this is accom plished there will 
be an absence of smoke, w’hich now 
obscures observation and 
interferes 
w ith the recognition of signals and, 
w’hat is more im portant, indicates the 
location of a fleet to the enemy. 
It 
will m ean also a reduction in the 
w eight of the m achinery, thus enabling 
constructors and ordnance officers to 
use the w eights in other directions, 
probably by increasing the thickness 
of the arm or or adding to the arm a­ 
m ent. T his latter feature will req uire 
a general overhauling of the arrange­ 
m ent of the main battery of a battle­ 
ship and a probable increase in the 
num ber and caliber of the guns. 
A nother factor which attra cts the fa­ 
vor of the experts is the prospect th at 
there wflll be a saving in coal consum p­ 
tion, wrhich will enable the ship to go 
farth er on the fuel iu its bunkers than 
is now’ the case. 
*This increase in 
steam ing radius m eans m uch in the 
efficiency of a battleship in tim e of 
wTa r and a great economy in coal con-

PLEA FOR CROSS OF RACES. 


S o cio lo g ist Believes T h at Indian Blood 
Would Improve American. 
“ I believe th at a little of the blood 
of the Am erican Indian mingled w ith 
th at of our own race would produce 
a strain of manhood which would be 
hard to eq ual.” 
So declared Professor W illiam 
I. 
Thom as of the departm ent of sociolo­ 
gy and anthropology of the U niversity 
of Chicago in a lecture at Chicago the 
other day. 
The subject of his talk 
w as “ Race Prejudice.” 
"As people travel and become better 
acq uainted w ith conditions as they ex­ 
ist,” the speaker continued, ‘‘the prej­ 
udice against the races w’ill gradually 
disappear and interm arrying will be 
common. The prejudice of the future, 
then, will not be bound up w ith the 
tint of the skin, but w ith the degree 
of intellectual developm ent and occu­ 
pation. 
‘‘In recent years a num ber of m ar­ 
riages have been recorded betw een the 
Japanese and the A m ericans. 
I see no 
reason why this should not go on, and j gumption in tim e of peace. In the lan­ 
guage of naval experts, it m eans th a t 
I do not believe the result would be 
harm ful to our standard of life. 
The 
Japanese have show n them selves to be 
our eq uals in many ways, and a little 
m ixture of their blood w ith th at of 
our countrym en would be a good idea. 
I believe, however, th at the talked of 
cross betw’een the negro race and the 
A m erican would be too violent and 
th at It would not meet w ith success."

Saying He’s a Russian Duke. 
Sweeping the streets of Om aha, Neb., 
a t $1.7 5 a day, John P anuska recently 
received papers purporting to show 
th at he is a duke of the Russian em ­ 
pire and is the ow ner of vast estates in 
the country of the czar. 
“I believe I had just about as soon 
sw eep the streets of an Am erican city 
as to be a R ussian duke,” said P anus­ 
ka as he w ent on w ith his work. 
The papers cam e from a firm of law ­ 
yers in Prague, 
The P anuska fam ily 
w as driveu from its estates more than 
a hundred years ago and took refuge in 
A ustria. The estates w ere usurped by 
others, and the Panuska fam ily sank 
Into nothingness and became peasants, 
according to the history. 
John Panuska em igrated to Am erica 
years ago, leaving younger brothers in 
A ustria. 
Some years ago one of these, 
rem em bering the tradition th a t his 
great-grandfather’s fam ily w as enti­ 
tled to great w ealth in Russia, began 
an investigation which resulted In the 
papers.

He did not even k now the trails, and 
im agine riding 200 m iles in a bu ck ­ 
board to arrest a m an in the m ou n­ 
tains! 
He was gone six week s, and 
cam e 
back 
with 
W illiam s’ 
body 
strapped to the 
bu ck board 
behind 
him. 
He never told the story ; all he 
said when he handed in his com m is­ 
sion and went back to his work was 
that the m an was k illed In a fair fight. 
H ate him! 
No w onder they hate him 
—the W illiam s Cache gang 
and all 
their friends on the range! You r cou s­ 
in think s it policy to placate that ele­ 
ment, hoping that they won’t steal 
y ou r cattle if y ou are friendly with 
them .

Bru ssels, Sept. 2.—The observ atory 
here has receiv ed the following tele­ 
g ram dated Lerwick, Shetland Islands: 
"Reached north pole April 21, 1908 . 
Discov ered land far north. 
Retu rn to 
Copenhag en by steam er Hans Eg ede. 
—Frederick Cook." 
The American officials at the observ ­ 
atory state the dispatch is su rely au ­ 
thentic and that the north pole has 
been reached for the first time, and by 
a« American. 


Copenhag en, Sept. 2.—Althou g h de­ 
tails are lacking of his intrepid dash 
across the ice, that Dr. Frederick A. 
Qtv ok, the American ex plorer, reached 
the north pole in his ex pedition which j 
has ju st ended, is g iv en fu ll credence j 
bore. 
A messag e was receiv ed at the col- | 
onial office here v ia Lerwick, Shetland 
islands, annou ncing that Dr. Cook had 
reached the pole April 21, 19 08 . The

dispatch was sent by a Greenland offi­ 
cial on board the British g ov ernment 
steam er Hans Eg ede, which passed 
Lerwick enrou te for Denmark, and 
read as follows: 
"W e hav e on board the American 
trav eler, Dr. Cook, who reached the 
north pole April 21, 19 08 . 
Dr. Cook 
arriv ed at IJpernav ik in May of 1909 
from Cape York. 
The Esqu imos of 
CSape York confirm Dr. Cook's story of 
bis Jou rney .’’ 
It is u nderstood that the Danish 
consu l at Lerwick, where the Hans 
Bfeede remaiu ed for two hou rs, was 
officially notified of Dr. Cook’s su ccess 
in his attem pt to reach the pole, bu t 
that he was bou nd to secrecy concern­ 
ing the ex tent and natu re of the ex ­ 
plorer’s discov eries. 
Director Ry berg , 
head of the Greenland administration 
bu reau , said that ho did not ex pect to 
receiv e any fu rther details of Dr. 
Cook’s achiev ement before the arriv al 
of the Hans Eg ede at this port, which 
probably will be Satu rday afternoon. 
The v essel will make no stops on the 
v oy ag e from Lerwick to Copenhag en. 
Director Ry berg proceeded to the 
American leg ation and informed the 
m inister, Dr. Mau rice F. Eg an, that 
Dr. Cook had reached the north pole. 
The annou ncem ent cau sed the g reat­ 
est enthu siasm throu g hou t the city , 
and many Am ericans called at the le­ 
g ation to cong ratu late the minister. 
Among these was the noted ex plorer. 
Commander Hov g aard, leader of v ari­ 
ou s north pole ex peditions, who was 
conv inced that the messag e that Dr. 
Cook had reached the pole was tru e, 
bu t rem arked th at it. was strang e that 
no mention was made in the cable as 
to w hether or not there is land at the 
pole. It is the intention of the people 
of Copenhag en on Dr. Cook’s arriv al 
here, to g iv e him a most enthu siastic 
reception.

to indicate that he had 
reached the north pole, the foregoing 
cable 
message, ex asperating in its 
briefness, was receiv ed in New York 
ftnora Dr. Frederick A. Cook, the Amer­ 
ican ex plorer, whom the latest cable 
adv ices credit with hav ing accomplish­ 
ed what no man ev er did. 
The mes­ 
sag e was sent, not to any scientific 
society nor to any of his associates 
interested in his ex pedi i n from a sci­ 
entific v iewpoint, bu t to his wife, who 
has been cou nting the day s and hou rs 
and pray ing for hi9 safety since his 
departu re from this city on Ju ly 4. 
19 07. 
Brief as it was, it was the first news 
that she bad had from her intrepid 
hnsbarid since March 17, 19 08 , when 
he wrote from Cape Hu bbard on the 
edg e of the polar ice soa on the north­ 
west side of EUsmere land. 
At that 
time he adv ised his companion, Ru 
dolph Frank, then stationed at Etal*. 
Greenland, with su pplies, to wait there 
u ntil Ju ne for his retu rn, bu t in the 
ev ent of Dr. Cook’s failu re to appear 


to proceed to America. 
Frank waited 
as instru cted, bu t as Dr. Cook failed 
to come back, he cau g ht the Peary 
au x iliary ship and reached New York 
last fall. 
Since that time Dr. Cook’s 
whereabou ts has been a my stery , al­ 
thou g h members of the Arctic clu b in 
this city , v iewing the situ ation opti­ 
mistically , were inclined to think he 
had reached the pole despite his long 
silence. 
There was, of cou rse, the ev er-pres­ 
ent probability that he had perished, 
and it will be recalled that a relief 
ship is now enrou te to Etah, where 
she is du e the middle of this month. 
Tlie v essel, the schooner Jeannie, left 
St. Johns. N. F., abou t two weeks ag o 
with the dou ble pu rpose of searching 
for Dr. Cook and taking su pplies to 
Commander 
Peary . 
The ex pedition 
was financed by a special committee 
headed by Dr. Roswell O. Stebbins of 
this city , and composed of friends of 
Dr. Cook and men of science who were 
most keenly interested in his v entu re. 
The messag e from Dr. Cook to his 
wife was dated at Lerwick, Shetland 
Islands, 
the first av ailable point of 
transmission in the reg u lar steamship 
cou rse between Greenland ports and 
Copenhag en, whither he is bou nd. Be­ 
cau se of its briefness the assu mption 
is that the messag e was sent prim ari­ 
ly to assu re his wife cf his safety and 
not to apprise the world of his discov ­ 
ery .

M any Had Sought the Goal of tbe Far­ 


thest North. 
Enu m erated below’ are some of the 
most recent or noteworthy attim ipts to 
reach the north i>ole: 
W alter Wellman, an American, left 
the island of Spitsberg en for the pole 
in a balloon, Au g u st 15, 1999 
His 
airship became disabled after he had 
trav eled thirty miles and 
he wa3 
forced to retu rn. 
In 19 06 Commander Robert E. Peary . 
U. S. N., reached 8 7 deg Tees G minu tes, 
equ iv alent to abou t 203 miles from 
the pole. 
Commander Peary is now 
in the polar reg ions on 
another 
ex ­ 
pedition. 
A relief ship was sent ou t 
a month ag o to endeav or to pick him 
u p. 
Hri started from Sy dney , N. S.. 
Ju ly 17. 1908 . 
On Sept. 3, 19 05 Captain 
Roald 
Amu ndsen, a Norweg ian, completed 
the first v oy ag e throu g h the northw est 
passag e. 
He left Christiana on the 
Gjoa Ju ne 17, 19 03, n r9 arriv ed at 
Herschell island in the Arctic ocean 
In September 31. 19 05. 
In 1904 Baron Toll, a Ru ssian, led 
a polar ex ploration party by way of Si­ 
beria hu t all the members perished 
from the cold. 
In 19 03, Ericson, a Dane, headed an 
ex pedition and g ot as far as Sau nders 
island, where they were rescu ed in a 
destitu te condition. 
In the same y ear, Anthony Fiala, a 
y9u ng Brookly n ex plorer, sailed on the 
ship America and proceeded fu rther 
north than the Du ke of the Abru zzi. 
His party endu red g reat hardships be­ 
fore they were rescu ed. 
The Du ke of the Abru zzi made his 
ex pedition in 19 00. 
In 18 9 5, Dr. Nansen reached 8 6 de­ 
g rees. 14 minu tes on the v essel Fram, 
which left Ing or straits Au g . 4, 18 93. 
Prof. Andree made his fatal balloon 
trip in 18 9 7. 
He left Tromsoe, Nor­ 
way , in his balloon, the Eag le, bou nd 
for the pole. 
Since his departu re 
nothing au thentic has been heard of 
Prof. Andree. 
In 18 8 3 Captain De Long ’s ex pedi­ 
tion in the Jeanette was lost near 
Henrietta island. 
In 
1.882 
:he 
Greeley 
ex pedition 
reached 8 2 deg rees 24 minu tes, and 
in 18 45 Sir John Franklin made his 
disastrou s ait^m pt to penetrate from 
Lancaster sou nd to Behring strait. 


Party of Natives W hich Started W ith 


Intrepid Traveler Dwindled to Two 


and a Pack of Picked Dogs, the Sur­ 


vival of the Fit— W ith These Faith­ 


ful Aides the Undaunted Cook Over­ 


came Obstacles W hich No Man Had 


Ever Before Passed. 


Paris, Sept. 2.—A sig ned statem ent 
from Dr. Frederick A. Cook, which is 
dated "Hans Eg ede, Lerwick, Wednes­ 
day ,” on his ex periences in the Arctic 
reg ions, is pu blished in today ’s Paris 
edition of the New York Herald. 
“After a prolong ed fig ht with fam­ 
ine and frost,” say s Dr. Cook, "we 
hav e at last su cceeded in reaching the 
north pole. 
A new hig hway ' with an 
interesting strip of anim at'd natu re 
has 
been 
ex plored 
and 
big g ame 
hau nts 
located 
which 
will 
delig ht 
sportsmen and ex tend the Eskimo hor­ 
izon. 
"Land has been discov ered on which 
rests the earth’s northernm ost rocks. 
A triang le of 30,000 squ are miles has 
been pu t oil of the terrestrial u nknown. 
The ex pedition was the ou tcome of a 
su mmer cru ise in the Arctic seas on 
the schooner Bradley , which arriv ed 
at the limits of nav ig ation in Smith 
sou nd late in Au g u st, 19 07. Here con­ 
ditions were fou nd to lau nch a v entu re 
to the pole. 
A hou se and workshop 
were bu ilt of packing box es by willing 
hands, and this northernmost tribe of 
250 people set themselv es to the prob­ 
lem of dev ising a su itable ou tfit 
Be­ 
fore the end of the long winter nig ht 
we were ready for the enterprise and 
plans had m atu red to force a new 
rou te ov er Grinnell Land northward 
along its west coast ou t to the polar 
sea. 
"The campaig n opened with a few 
scou ting parties being sent ov er the 
American shores to ex plore the way 
and seek the g ame hau nts. Their mis­ 
sion was only partly su ccessfu l be­ 
cau se of the storms. 
At su nrise of 
19 08 (Febru ary 19 ) the main ex pedi­ 
tion embarked on its v oy ag e to the 
pole. 
It consisted of elev en men and 
103 dog s drawing elev en heav ily laden 
sledg es. 
The 
ex pedition 
left 
the 
Greenland shore and pu shed west­ 
ward ov er the trou bled ice of Smith 
sou nd. 
The g loom of the long nig ht 
was reliev ed only by a few hou rs of 
day lig ht 
The chill of the winter was 
felt at i s worst. 
As we crossed the 
heig hts of Ellsmere sou nd to the Pa­ 
cific slope, the tem peratu re sank to 
minu s S3 centig rade. 
Sev eral dog s 
were frozen and the men su ffered se­ 
v erely , bu t we soon fou nd the g ame 
trails, along which the way was easy . 
We forced throu g h Nansen sou nd to 
Land’s End. 
In this march we se­ 
cu red 101 mu sk ox en, sev en hears and 
335 hares. 
We pu shed ou t into the 
polar sea from the sou thern point of 
H erbert island on March 18 . 
Six Es­ 
kimos retu rned from here. 
With fou r 
men and forty -six dog s mov ing su p­ 
plies for eig hty day s, the crossing of 
the 
circu m po'ar 
pack 
was 
beg u n. 
Three da s later two other Eskimos, 
forming the last su pporting party , re­ 
tu rned and the trials had now been 
redu ced by the su rv iv al of the fittest. 
The two best men and twenty -six dog s 
were picked for the final effort. 
"There before u s in an u nknown 
line of 460 miles lay ou r g oal. 
The 
first day s prov ided long marches and 
we zeade encou rag ing prog ress. 
The 
low tem peratu re was persistent and 
the winds made life a tortu re. 
Bu t, 
cooped u p in ou r snow-hou ses, eating 
dried beef tallow’ and drinking hot 
tea, there were some animal comforts 
occasionally to be g ained. Ou r observ ­ 
ations g av e cu r position as latitu de 
j 8 4.47, long itu de 8 6.36. Here were seen 
j the last sig ns of stJid earth; bey ond 
there was nothing stable to be seen. 
"We adv anced steadily ov er the 
monotony of mov ing sea-ice and now 
fou nd ou rselv es bey ond the rang e of 
all life—neither footprints of bears 
nor the blow hole of seals were de­ 
tected 
Ev en the microscopic crea­ 
tu res of the deep were no long er u n­ 
der u s. 
The maddi ning influ ence of 
the shifting desert of frost became al­ 
most u nendu rable in the daily rou ­ 
tine. The s u rfa c e < f t’n< pack offered 
less and less troe, 
; nd the weather 
improv ed, bu t there - id remained the 
life-sapping w!nd, w-birdi drov e despair 
to its lowest recess. The ex treme cold 
compelled phy sical action. 
"Thu s day after day ou r weary leg s 
spread ov er big distances. 
Incidents 
and positions were recorded, bu t ad 
v entu re w’as promptly forg otten in the 
nex t day ’s efforts. The nig ht of April 
7 was made notable by the swing ing 
of the su n at midnig ht ov er the north 
ern ice. Su nbu rns and frost bites now 
were recorded on the same day . hu t 
the dou ble day ’s g littering infu sed 
qu ite an incentiv e into one’s life of 
shiv ers. I n spite of what seemed long 
marches. v ,o adv anced hu t little ov er 
a hu ndred mile« . 
Mu ch of ou r work 
was lost in circu itou s twists, arou nd 
troublesome pressu re lines and hig h, 
irregular fields. 
A v ery old ice drift. 


was driv ing eastward with su ffi­ 
cient force to g iv e some anx iety . 
Al­ 
thou g h still equ al to abou t fifty miles 
daily , the ex tended marches and the 
long hou rs for trav eling with which 
fortu ne fav ored u s earlier were no 
long er possible. 
We were now abou t 
200 miles from the pole and sledg e 
loads were redu ced. 
One dog after 
another went into the stomachs of the 
hu ng ry su rv iv ors, u ntil the teams were 
considerably diminished in nu mber, 
bu t there seemed to remain a su ffi 
cient balance for man and bru te to 
pu sh along into the heart of the my s­ 
tery to which we had set ou rselv es. 
"On April 21 we had reached 8 9 de­ 
g rees 59 minu tes 46 seconds. 
The 
pole was in sig ht. We cov ered the re­ 
maining fou rteen seconds and made a 
few final observ ations. 
I tcld Etu ki- 
shook and Ahwelsh (the accompany ­ 
ing Eskimos) that we had reached the 
‘g reat nail.’ 
Ev ery where we tu rned 
was sou th. 
With a sing le step we 
cou ld pass from one side of the earth 
to the other; from midday to mid­ 
nig ht. 
At last the flag floated to the 
breezes at the pole. 
It was April 21, 
1908 . 
The tem peratu re was minu s 38 
centig rade, barom eter 29 .8 3, latitu de 
9 0; as for the long itu de, it was noth­ 
ing , as it was bu t a word.
